Bekt sugar, wherever the local con 
dltlona are favorable, I* now profitable 
far beyond the average crop or Indus- 
try, both to the firmer nod the manu- 
fncturer. Two or three years ago the 
Department of Agriculture published 
a apeclal report on the growing of su- 
gar beets, in which the stimulation of 
the business bv bounties was deprecat- 
ed as wholly superfluous. There Is no 
excuse whatever, therefore for the 
proposition la Congress to pay a boun- 
ty of a cent a pound for five years, and 
smaller amouots for three years more, 
to manufacturers of sugar. It Is not 
necessary to hire men to go into a busi- 
ness that, If successful, offers profits 
much above the ordinary. 

The merits of the whipping post for 
wife beaters are once more under dis- 
cussion in New York State. President 
Roosevelt, while In the Legislature 
several years ago, made a strenuous 
effort to provide this method of deallog 
with cruel husbands. After he had col- 
lected authenticated records showing 
the astonishing prevalence of this cow- 
ardly practice, he proposed a bill pro- 
viding for the revival of the whipping 
post "for wife beatersonly.” The meas- 
ure was defeated, bus it should not 
have been. The whipping post would I 
furnish fit punishment for a number of 
offenses. 

ANOTHER legislature is seeking 
fame bv the aDti-kiss bill route The 
Bon. Barnes, of the Tennessee general 
assembly, sees the Virginian and the 
Michigander one batter by presenting 
a bill absolutely prohibiting kissing by 
persons between the ages of 1# and 45 
years In public or private unless mar 
rled. Violation of the proposed act 
will mean a fine of 85 to 8>0 and one to 
12 months' imprisonment. The reason 
for so drastic no enactment is not given 
but Its Introduction shows the 1076 of 
notoriety even in small matters. 

There Is a proposition la Congress 
to double the salary of the president of 
the United Slates, making It 1100,000 
per annum Not many years ago It was 
825,000 and It was considered a big sal- 
ary, But it was raised to 150,000, aud 
In lime, If It is necessary to keep down 
the surplus arising from the high tariff, 
it will be raised to a million. Tbe mon- 
ey might as well go that way as by oth- 
er schemes not near as plausible. 

All the S^tes in the uaton have 
their full quota of senators except Del- 
aware. which has Done, and of the HU 
senators all told, 81 of them are law- 
yers Of the rest, one Is a civil engi- 
neer, two are doctors, three are jour- 
nalists, and the others are bankers, 
miners, farmers, business men and 
politicians.
